On reinspt'Otion 10,000,- 


000 pounds of meat were rejected. The importance of the govern- 
ment inspection is readily apparent and it would be a matter of 
congratulation to the people it' the inspection could be extended 
to cover all animals slaughtered for huimin consumption.

The one constraining motive in 


all offerings to the Lord must be tie 
lore of Christ, the Son of God, who 
loved the church :md gave Himself 
for it; who loved me and give Himself 
for me: no fluty nbbut it, but just love 
constraining. Then notice that there 
was no further effort lo raise the mon- 
ey—no personal appeals, no soliciting 
from individuals, but all was brought 
in joyfully nnd willingly. Note cnre- 
fully Ex. sixv. 21, 29; I Chron. sxli. 
0, 17, nnd lay it to heart. On this prin- 
ciple I have received for home and for- 
eign missions in the last twenty-five 
and a half years (up to .Inly 1, 19Hj 
over $750,000 nnd in the snmc way 
have seen Tor thirty-four years nil cur- 
rent expenses of a congregation easily 
met. 


The Lord God of Israel still llvelh 
ind Is ready to hold strongly wltli 
hearts that are whole toward Him as 
it is written in II Chron. xvj, o, margin. 
The money was given to the overseers 
of the Tvorh, and they laid it out to the 
carpenters and builders that wrought 
upon the house of the Ix>rd, but no 
reckoning was kept with tlie men to 
whom the money wns given, for they 
dealt faithfully (verses 31-15; II Chron. 
xiiv, 12-14). This method of handling 
money could not be *af«My carried on 
in our day unless we could find eome 
workmen as faithfully honest There 
fire such, bnt they are lite whole 
hearted Christians—few and fnr be 
tween—or hi very small bunches here 
and there- We would all do well to 
keep In mind the day when every onft 
of ns shall give account of blmself io 
God (Rom. liv. 12} and live now ac- 
cordingly. The conduct, or, rather. Ibp 
misconduct, of Joash after the death 
of .Tehoiada In listening to the princes 
of Jud:.h and in leaving tlio bouse of 
th* Lord God and worshiping idols 
and in refusing to listen to the prophets 
who were sent unto him is a sad nnd 
almost unbelievable record, or would 
be If we did not know how desperatcly 
wlcked the human heart In. But whnt 
shall we say when we see Joash com-
